Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1, 7-14, 15, 21-23, 24, 29-32 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not appear to teach or render obvious the claimed limitations in 
combination with the specific added limitations, as recited from independent claims 1 , 
15, 24: "establishing the transport stream responsive to a determination that the first 
switch and the second switch are compatible, wherein said establishing comprises: 
establishing an Asynchronous Transfer Mode physical layer; establishing an 
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Asynchronous Transfer Mode logical layer over the Asynchronous Transfer Mode 
physical layer; and establishing an Asynchronous Transfer Mode Adaptation Layer 2 
(AAL2) layer over the Asynchronous Transfer Mode logical layer; and multiplexing said 
packets onto the transport stream as AAL2 packets adapted for transmission over the 
Asynchronous Transfer Mode Adaptation Layer 2 (AAL2) layer, said AAL2 packets 
intended for the second voice switch serving the second subscriber".
